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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -8 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: the prior art of records, neither anticipates nor renders obvious 
the following limitations as claimed: 

Regarding claim 1 , prior arts fail to anticipate or suggest color separation 
beam splitter being characterized in that the three optical interference filters 
include a yellow color reflective dichroic mirror which reflects pure yellow light 
and passes red light, blue light and green light; a red color reflective dichroic 
mirror which reflects pure red light and passes green light and blue light; and a 
blue color reflective dichroic mirror which reflects pure blue light and passes pure 
green light, so that when a white light is incident to the color separation beam 
splitter, a yellow light is first reflected by the yellow color reflective dichroic mirror, 
a red light is then reflected by the red color reflective dichroic mirror, and then a 
blue light and a green light are split by the blue color reflective dichroic mirror. 

Peterson, US Patent 6,053,615 discloses a color separation beam splitter 
(Fig. 1 , items 56) for an image projector wherein the yellow color is separated by 
using clean-up filters with the purpose of avoid projecting images with excess of 
yellow color, resulting in the projected image having an undesirable green or 
orange tint (Col. 5, lines 29-51; col. 3, lines 15-19); however, Peterson fails to 
anticipate or suggest that the color separation splitter comprises a plurality of 
prisms connected with each other and that the optical interference filters having 
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different wavelength are formed on side surfaces of the plurality of prisms. 
Peterson also fails to anticipate of suggest that when a white light is incident to 
the color separation beam splitter, a yellow light is first reflected by the yellow 
color reflective dichroic mirror, a red light is then reflected by the red color 
reflective dichroic mirror, and then a blue light and a green light are split by the 
blue color reflective dichroic mirror.
